CASH HEIPS FASCISTS 


Berlin—W) — Considerable inter- 


est was aroused 'here today by a 
story carried in the Acbtuhr Aben- 
blatt alleging that the former kaiser 
was giving financial support to the 
Fascist party, 
which 
recently in- 


creased its 
representation in the 


Reichstag from 12 to 107. 


The paper, which gave no author- 


ity for its story, said the money had 
never been sent directly to the party 
but had gone through the medium of 
various monarchistie organizations 
which developed 
unusual Activity 


prior to the elections and through 
Prince August Wilhelm, chief politi- 
cian of the youngrer Hohenzollerns. 


The article alleged that American 


financial support had been with- 
drawn from the Fascists, necessitat- 
ing aid from other 
sources. The 


Jewish Telegraph agency also said 
the former kaiser was the financial 
angel of the Fascists. 


Prince August Wilhelm is a mem- 


ber of the Fascist party, having an- 
nounced his affiliations last June.

day by an accidental explosion re- 
sulting from an accumulation of gas, 
police afl.cL.fire officials have agreed. 


Meanwhile the 43 injured passers- 


by and garment makers were report- 
ed recovering. 


While sabotage at first was sus^ 


pected, as the investigation progres- 
sed the authorities leaned toward 
conviction the explosion was caused 
by the accidental ignition of illum- 
inating gas which they said had 
been seeping through'the building for 
weeks. 
The estimate of damage, increas- 


ing with completion 
of surveys, 


mounted to $1,500,000. Originaily it 
was $1(000,000. Insurance 
under- 


writers- declared the building alone 
was damaged to the extent of $800,- 
000. 
Its elevator shafts were twist- 


er, partitions were blown out,- and 
-walls weakened. The fire that fol- 
lowed the blast, confined chiefly to 
the fifth floor where the explosion 
originated, damaged stock and fix- 
tures. 


Fire and police officers discovered 


many workers in the building re- 
cently had complained of nausea, 
believed to have been caused by es- 
caping gas. Managers of the build- 
ing said the/ had searched uiisuc- 
cessfully for a leak in their gas lines. 


MAN¥ DISORDERS 


Strikes among""workers in the 16 


garment factories located in 
the 


building had been frequent over a 
period -of six months. 
Riots h'ad 


occurred in the ^ district, some of 
them allegedly incited by 
Commu- 


nists. Testimony at a recent con- 
gressional" investigation indicated 
Communists started the strikes and 
later acted as strikebreakers to cre- 
ate disorder. Police patrolled the 
district beside the building when the 
explosion occurred. Two officers in 
it narrowly'escaped injury. 


Hjman Sehuman, proprietor of the 


shop in which the blast occurred, 
•rigorously denied strikers were in- 
volved^ -He said his -workers had 
gone on strike but the differences 
were setttled, amicably and he would

TO USE MORE CARE 
GROSSINGSTREETS 


State Highway Department 


Tells About Regulations 
Governing Crossings 


Pedestrians are warned in a. bul- 


letin issued by the state highway 
department to use more caution in 
crossing 
streets. A copy of 
the 


bulletin was received by Frank Ap- 
pleton, highway commissioner. The 
use of more" caution, the commission 
points out, will reduce the toll 
of 


automobile deaths. The bulletin says: 


"The traffic code adopted by the 


legislature of 1929 contain complete 
rules with respect to the rights and 
duties of pedestrians on the high- 
way and the rights and duties of 
motorists in-so-far as they 
effect 


pedestrians," declares the bulletin is- 
sued by the state highway commis- 
sion. . 


"At all crossings controlled by a 


traffic signal the pedestrians 
are 


subject to the signal in exactly the 
same way as vehicular traffic and 
are required to regulate their walk- 
ing in conformity with the signal. 
Pedestrians walking 
lawfully 
at 


such intersections have the right of 
way over vehicles who are obliged 
to cross through pedestrian traffic. 
Pedestrians should, 
however, re- 


member that it is easy to accord the 
operator of such a turning vehicle a 
decent courtesy and to give way suf- 
ficiently to permit a vehicle to pass. 
Pedestrians who have started to 
cross controlled intersections on the 
green light have the right of way 
over • intersecting 
vehicles, 
even 


though, the signal changes" before 
they have reached the opposite curb. 


•"At uncontrolled intersections the 


pedestrian lias the right of way over 
the vehicle so long as he stays 'on 
the cross walk, or, if- there is no 
cross walk marked, so long as" he 
stays within the cross walk space 
which, is indicated' by the prolonga,- 
tion of the sidewalk lines at the curb 
and property lines at intersections. 
Pedestrians who are jay walking, 
that is, crossing a highway at any 
noint other than a marked or un- 
marked cross walk, are required to 
yield the right of way to vehicles. 


"The duties of pedestrians cross- 


ing city streets may be briefly sum- 
moned up as follows: 


"At intersections \\here there is 


a traffic officer or where there is a 
traffic control signal walk strictly 
according to the directions of the 
officer or the signal. In every case 
stay within the cross walk space. 
•If it_is absolutely necessary to jay 
walk, remember that you are oblig- 
ed to give way to vehicles. 
Never 


take any risks, even if you have the 
right of way. 
."Likewise, the rules for the mo- 
torist may be briefly summoned 
up. Remember that the pedestrian 
lias the right of way at a controlled 
intersection so long- as he is -walking 
in accordance with the signal. 
If 


the pedestrians starts to cross on 
the green light, he has the right of 
way all the way cross. At uncon-

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PHIL TAKES THE STUMP 


la the opening address of his cam- 


paign for election at New Holstein 
Philip LaFollette said that he did not 
consider the large majority he received 
at the primary as a personal victory 
but as a Progressive victory. 
That 


may be looked upon as modesty but 
still Phil knows better. He knows very 
well that he was nominated for gov- 
ernor because of his name and that 
without the name he would have been 
as badly beaten as Zimmerman and 
Beck were two years ago. "It wasn't 
that we didn't like Governor Kohler," 
said one farmer to him before his meet- 
ing, "it was that we liked Phil La- 
Follette more." There is no use dis- 
guising the fact that people of Wiscon- 
sin in nominating Phil definitely de- 
parted from true and basic democratic 
principles and swung over strong to 
the dominant idea which has always 
supported 
monarchial 
governments, 


the choice of a leader because he is the 
soa of his father. 
It may be that 


through the ability which his friends 
assert he has Phil will make good 
but he has no right to the governor- 
ship in a democratic form of govern- 
ment until by climbing the ladder of 
accomplishment he has already made 
good. 


Further in his address he said that 


"during the last ten years Wisconsin 
has been subjected to unfair, false and 
in. many instances to malicious misrep- 
resentation, attacks not only unjusti- 
fied but absolutely contrary to the ac- 
tual facts." He fails to discern the 
wide difference between the Progres- 
sive views of thirty years ago and 
those advanced under Blaine. Thirty 
years ago there was no claim that Wis- 
consin had been subjected "to unfair, 
false, and in many instances malicious 
misrepresentation.-" In fact Wisconsin 
was then gaining a very fair name 
throughout the nation because of the 
sensible alteration of its laws to meet 
existing conditions, but to compare 
the administration of the government 
of Wisconsin under the senior LaFol- 
lette and under Senator Blaine does a 
gross injustice to the former. 


Back of all political parties and fac- 


tions and differences of political opin- 
ion there must be brought to the ser- 
vice of the public ability, the sort of 
talent we hope Mr. LaFollette will de- 
velop and an element so conspicuously 
laddng in Senator Blaine. If the Pro- 
gressives can "point with pride" to any- 
thing which Mr. Blaine did in his six 
years as governor, they are easily sat- 
isfied, for his was a haphazard, reck- 
less, old-time Tammany administration 
and under it Wisconsin earned much 
of the opprobrium which it received 
throughout the-.nation. 


If Mr. LaFollette is elected, as seems 


likely, he voluntarily faces one mat- 
ter,of supreme'importance, chain bank- 
ing; _ So far he has contented- himself 
with stating that "chain banks are 
wrong," with which the majority of 
people readily agree but he has pointed 
out no corrective legislation, has indi- 
cated no definite program. Something 
else is necessary in government besides 
merely pointing to evils and asserting 
the necessity of correcting them. Any- 
one can do that Real statesmanship 
lies in the methods employed in elim- 
inating the evils, and no one can know 


j from Mr. LaFollette's statements to 


t date what his program really is, if he 
. has one. Strong banks we must have 


_ if we are to go forward. But wise, and 


? at the same time clear and definite re- 


strictions we must have too, if we are 
not to go backward. To formulate a 
plan so as to permit the former and 
accomplish the latter requires talent 
'And when Mr. LaFollette sees iit to 
submit a plan to the people or to the 
legislature when it meets, h" he defers 
that long, some idea may be gained as 
to whether he will bring the requisite j 
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ability to the gubernatorial chair or is 
merely wearing clothes too large for 
him. 


WORLD UNEMPLOYMENT 


Officials of the metal trades depart- 


ment of the American Federation of 
Labor estimate that some 15,000,000 
men are out of work in the world today. 
The guess may not be exact, but it is 
probably close enough to the mark for 
all intents and purposes. And it makes 
a startling and uncomfortable morsel 
for thought The amount of human 
suffering that lies back of that figure 
i&simply appalling. How many deaths 
from starvation, disease and sheer wor- 
ry have already preceded from that 
enormous, globe-circling army of job- 
less men can only be imagined, as can 
the number that will proceed from it 
during the next six months. Most of 
us, probably, unable to comprehend 
such things unless they are presented 
dramatically, will not bother ourselves 
over it very much. 


Yet it probably is the most impor- 


tant single fact in the world today; a 
fact that constitutes the greatest pos- 
sible criticism of the civilization we in- 
habit. It is hardly too much to say 
•that if this criticism cannot be met 
during the next decade or so, the civili- 
zation it attacks will finally conTe to 
a shattering overturn and give place 
to something new. For this unemploy- 
ment is something that mankind has 
brought on itself. The madness of war 
and of international rivalries have a 
large responsibility; even larger is the 
responsibility on the machine. The ma- 
chine, indeed, emerges as the major 
villain of the piece. It has displaced 
workers by the hundreds of thousands 
in this country alone. It enables manu- 
facturers to produce more goods with 
fewer workers. Jobs that required a 
hundred men a generation ago now re- 
quire three men and a machine. Fur- 
thermore, the machine produces things 
so iast that it gluts the market, and 
even the workers who have not been 
dispossessed "see their jobs vanish dur- 
ing times of over-production. 


All of this, of course, is perfectly 


familiar- to everyone. But the impli- 
cations of it are worth thinking about. 
Some of the things the machine has 
brought in as by-products have been 
highly unpleasant. 
It has afflicted 


civilization with a great deal of ugli- 
ness. It has created enormous cities 
and condemned millions of inhabitants 
to a mechanical, spiritless existence. 
Jt has tremendously increased the 
strain of life for all of us. These things 
could be endured if the machine ful- 
filled the prdmise inherent in its gene- 
sis—the promise that it would relieve 
the world from drudgery, wipe out 
poverty and make times easier and bet- 
ter for all mankind. If that promise 
is not fulfilled, however, the machine 
becomes utterly insupportable. 


That is why the existence of these 


15,000,000 jobless is such an important 
matter. If our civilization can find a 
V 
way td put these men back to work, the 
machine age will vindicate itself. If it 
fails—-well, our children, and perhaps 
ourselves, may see this civilization re- 
placed, perhaps with violence, by an- 
other.

tween Northwestern and Notre Dame 
scheduled to be played in a stadium 
accommodating fifty thousand people 
has been transferred to Soldiers Field 
at Chicago -which will seat one hundred 
twenty thousand and that the proceeds 
"are to be devoted to aid Chicago work- 
men who are unemployed, is fine proof 
that in time of need or depression even 
the enthusiasm of the public for the 
great national sport may be coined in- 
to a stalwart assistance to those who 
need assistance most 


Not only will the players be fighting 


as usual for "dear old alma mater" 
but will realize that they have become 
a helpful factor in the relief of a dis- 
tress that becomes all the more acute 
when'the wintry winds blow down 
from Canada. The large receipts from 
this game, perhaps $200,000, will do 
much good, but the spirit that motivat- 
ed these two great univerisities to turn 
their proceeds over to the help of the 
unforunate is even more far-reaching 
for like all good deeds it will keep on 
doing good even after the money 5s 
disbursed.

BERGSON-S BIRTH 


On, Oct. 18, 1859, Henri Bergson, eminent 


French philosopher, was born, in Pans of Anglo- 
Jewish parents.

Undecided as to whether he should make a 


career of literature or science, Bergson entered 
the Normal School. Graduating at the age of 22, 
Bergson -was made professor of philosophy at the 
Xiycees of Angers and Clermont- , 
~~ 


He taught philosophy at other institutions and 


in^his leisure devoted himself to philosophic 
•writings. His books Matter and Memory, Cre- 
ative Evolution, and Time and Free "Will, at- 
tracted wide attention and soon placed him in 
;he front rank of contemporary philosophers. In 
1918. he gave up teaching- and devoted himself 
to politics and international affairs. In 1927 he 
-was awarded the Nobel prize for Literature. 


Bergson's philosophy endeavors to show that 


iitellect, upon which all previous philosophies 
iiave been developed, is unable to comprehend 
ihe nature of life and of spirit but that intuition 
Is.

At his Britannic majesty's magnif I 


cent embassy out 
Massachusetts 


avenue a few days" ago was held one 
of the most brilliant social functions 
the capital has ^tnessed since con- 
gress adjourned. 


Sir Ronald landsey was entertain- 


ing distinguished men here for the 
American bankers' association—the 
first official function given at this 
gigantis mass of stone and brick only 
a few days before occupied as Great 
Britain's dilomatic headquarters in 
the "United States. 


The morning after this brilliant 


function I had occasion to saunter 
out -Connecticut avenue past that 
deserted yet majestic old building 
which, since 1872, has been the seat 
of English diplomacy in this coun- 
try. 


At the iron fence which separates 


the grounds of the' embassy from 
Connecticut avenue I 
noticed an

shows, and recent events have prov- 
ed that during1 periods of depression, 
sentiment becomes a greater influ- 
ence in determining: prices than fun- 
damental economic facts. Thus the 
pendulum of values tends to swing 
too far on the down side and wide 
gaps appear between the selling price 
and cost of production of many com- 
modities. Today the average price of 
basic materials used in industry has 
slumped down to the 1915 levels. 
Average agricultural prices 
have 


reached the 1922 lows. 
These are 


merely averages. 
Many individual 


commodities have 
declined much 


more. We have to go back to 1914 to 
find a comparable price for cotton, 
1896 for copper, 1915 for iron, and 
1907 for wheat. Rubber, silk, and 
sugar have never before in history 
sold as low'as now. 


Today we find that certain produc- 


ers' inventories continue heavy, as 
in copper and lumber, but that 
stocks on hand in many retail lines 
have been reduced to abnormally low 
levels. For example, retail stocks of 
cotton goods are "reported at the low- 
est levels in years. The same situa- 
tion exists in other fundamental 
lines. "We cannot go on indefinitely 
consuming more than -we produce. 
That is what the figures show we are 
now doing in some commodities. Con- 
sumption has fallen off only 10 per 
cent whereas production has fallen 
off 20 per cent. A buying vacuum is 
being created for many goods. 


MAJOR, MINOR SWINGS 


There are tow types of movements 


in commodity prices. First, there is 
the so-called major trend; and sec- 
ond, the minor swing. Charting com- 
modity prices from 1801 to date we 
obtain a striking picture of the ma- 
jor trend. 


For twenty years the trend seems 


to be upward, gradual at first and 
then rising almost vertically during 
the boom period. A "peak is reached, 
the bubble bursts and prices crash 
drastically. Following the shakedown 
at first, the decline becomes more 
gradual, extending over a period of 
about 30 years. The high points of 
these major trends were reached in 
1814, 1865, and 1920, which corre- 
sponds ^ roughly -with the ending of 
the Napoleonic, Civil, 
and 
World 


wars. If any reliance is to be placed 
upon history we are still in a declin- 
ing phase of the major price cycle, 
which starte,d downward in -1920. 


-It •will also be noted, however, that 


during these long term declines there 
ar£. temporary, upward 
movements 


of much shorter duration. 
These 


minor swings often assume consider- 
able violence. Obviously, we are now 
close to the bottom of one of the min- 
or swings, and the logical inference 
is that a recovery should follow. Lat- 
er, the major downward trend, which 
is a gradual process and not accom- 
panied by any catastrophic symp- 
toms may be resumed.

that hurt business are the sharp and 
drastic price declines such as we had 
in. 1920 and 1921, and such as we 
have had from the middle of 1929 to 
the .present, -As for the short term 
trend of prices, I am of the opinion 
that-the .bearish factors are.now well 
discounted and that the stage for an 
upward movement set. 


MAT STRENGTHEN PRICES 
Political disturbances and revolts

The decline for prices of non-agricultural goods has been about 12 
per cent. Prices of manufactured food products are down 20 per cent. 


Farm products values have dropped to levels prevailing 15 or more years 


ago. It's a long road which has ,no turning, however, and the govern- 
ment's most recent Index of farm values showed a small rise. 


This index late in September stood at 111, taking the base of 100 as the 


average from 1909 to 1914. In August the index stood at 10S. the lowest 
point in many years. One year ago it was 141. 


Food consumption does not vary greatly in good or bad times. The de- 


cline of farm prices this year has reflected large surplusses of wheat and 
other products. Consumption may be somewhat accelerated by low prices, 
and as supply and demand become better balanced, steadier prices will pre- 
vail. Recent indications have pointed to the -possibility that a genuine 
strengthening of farm products prices is near.

State May Even Refuse to 


Turn Over Barge Canals 
to Governments

Washington—New York state In- 


terests will apparently 
continue 


their fight on the St. Lawrence sea- 
way, and may refuse to turn over 
their barge canals to the federal 
government under the terms stipu- 
lated in the rivers and harbors bill. 


These conclusions appear 
from 


the hearings being held in Western 
New York in bills in the state legis- 
lature for accepting the terms of 
the federal government in federaliz- 
ing the canals. 


Rep. S. Wallace Dempsey, lame- 


duck chairman of the Rivers and 
Harbors committee of the house of 
representatives, told the committee 
in Buffalo that the federal govern- 
ment would eventually deepen the 
New York barge canals and make 
ship canals of them, despite the 
provision in the rivers and harbors 
bill that they are not to be made 
into ship canals and that they are 
not to be deepened or their bridges 
raised without future action of con- 
gress. He said they are really only 
9 or 10 feet deep, although their 
statutory depth is 12 feet and that 
TJncle Same would have to deepen 
them to 12 feet immediatelv. 


TAKES DIFFERENT VIEW 


This, of course, is very different 


from what he told congress. 


Walter G. Andrews, who defeated 


Rep. Dempsey in the primary for 
the Republican 
nomination, 
said 


that the development 
of the 
St. 


Lawrence waterway is 
inevitable, 


whether Buffalo likes it or not. He 
said, however, that the state should 
insist that the barge canals be de- 
veloped before it turns them over 
to .the federal government. 


The Democratic nominee for the 


seat, Roland Crangle, opposed the 
St. Lawrence waterway and was un- 
alterably opposed to New York's 
turning the barge canals over to the 
federal government under the condi- 
tions provided in the bill. 


In fact, the only man to express 


full approval of the terms of the riv- 
era and harbors bill 
was 
United 


States Senator Richard T. Temple- 
ton, who was caustically criticized 
for his position.

Rep. Dempsey said he had plan- 


ned to start work-immediately for 
appropriations to deepen the barge 
canals, but his defeat had upset his 
plans. He is going to set up a law 
office in Washington, however, and

$500,000 from the Menominee Indian 
funds to pay for what the state 


» claims on that one reservation. Wis- 
consin claims about one-tenth of 
the entire reservation. 


Just 80 years ago on Sept. 2S, the 


president approved a law giving 
swamp lands to the state. Many 
years ago the General Land Office 
patented 15,737.54 acres of land on 
the Itfenominee reservation to Wis- 
consin. The map of the reservation 
is dotted with these spots owned 
by the state instead of the Indians.
